J ohnstowx (Pa.), June 2d.—T hesituation here 
has not changed, and yesterday’s estim ates of 
the loss of life do not seem to I e exaggerated. 
Six hundred bodies are now lying in Johns­ 
town, and a large num ber have already been 
burled. Four im m ense relief trains arrived 
last night, and th e survivors are being w ell 
cared for. A portion of the police fori e of Pitts­ 
burg and A lleghany are on duty, and better 
order is m aintained th an prevailed yesterday. 
Com m unication has been restored betw een 
Cam bria and Johnstow n by a foot-bridge. The 
work of repairing th e tracks betw een 
SANG HOLLOW AND JOHNSTOWN 
Is going on rapidly, and train s w ill probably be 
running by to-morrow m orning. 
Not less th an 
15,010 strangers are here. The handsom e briek 
high-school building ia dam aged to such an e x ­ 
tent that it w ill have to be rebuilt 
The w aters 
attained a hight of the w indow -sills of the sec­ 
ond story. 
Its upper stories formed a refuge for 
m any persons. All Saturday afern o o n 
TWO LITTLE Crrtl.S COULD BE SEEN 
At the w indows frantically calling for aid 
T hey h ad spent all the night and the day in a 
building cut ofi' from all aid, without food or 
drinking w ater. T heir condition was lam ent­ 
able. Late in th e evening the children w ere 
tem oved to higher ground and properly cared 
for. A num ber of persons hsil been taken from 
this building earlier in the day but, in the ex­ 
citem ent the children were forgottou. 
Now 
th a t th e w aters have receded there is great 
DANGER FROM THE FALLING WALI-S. 
All day long th e crushing of walls could be 
heard across the river. 
Before davbreak this 
m orning the sounds could not but m ake one 
shudder at the thought of th e probable deaths 
th at aw ait the m any who had escaped the d e­ 
vastating floods. 
Library H all w as another one o f th e fine 
buildings of th e m any in the city th a t is de­ 
stroyed. Of the Episcopal Church not a vestige 
rem ains. The parsonage was sw ept awav and 
the rector of the church, Rev. Mr. Dillon, was 
drowned. 
Jam es M. W alters, an attorney, spent a night 
in A lm a H all and relates a thrilling story. One 
of the most curious occurrences o f the whole 
disaster was how W alters got to the hull. He 
bad his office on the second lloor. llis hom e 
was at 135 W alnut street, lie says he was in 
the house w ith his fam ily w hen the « aters 
struck it. All was carried away. W alters’ fam ­ 
ily drifted on the roof. 
He passed down several 
streets and alleys until he cam e to the hall 
llis dw elling struck th a t edifice and he was 
THROWN INTO HIS OWN OFFICE. 
About 200 persons had taken refuge in the hall 
and were on the second, th ird and fourth 
stories. 
The m en held a m eeting and draw up some 
rules w hich ail were bound to respect. 
W alters 
was chosen President. Rev. Beale was put in 
charge ot th e fust floor. A. M. H art ol the sec­ 
ond lloor, and Dr. M atthew s of th e fourth floor. 
NO LIGHTS WERE ALLOWED 
And the w hole night «-as spent in darkness. 
The scenes w ere m ost agonizing. 
H eartrender- 
ing shrieks, sobs and m oans pierced the gloom v 
darkness. 
The crying of children m ingled 
w ith the suppressed sobs of wom en. No one 
slept during all the long, dark night. M any 
knelt for hours in prayer, th eir supplicatious 
m ingling w ith the roar of th e w aters and the 
shneks of th e dying in the surrounding houses. 
In all this misery t«*o wom en gave prem ature 
births. 
DR. MATTHEWS PROVED A HERO. 
Several of his ribs wore crashed by th e falling 
tim ber and his pains were most severe vet 
through al! he attended the sick. When ’two 
wom en in the house across the street shouted for 
help, he, w ith tw o other brave m en, clim bed 
across the drift and m inistered to tlieir wants 
No one died during the night, but women and 
children surrendered th eir lives on the succeed­ 
ing day as the result of terror am i fatigue. 
Miss Rosie Y'oung, one of the young ladies in 
th e hall, was frightfully cut and bruised end 
Mrs. Y'oung had her leg broken. 
A tour of the west bank of the river for a dis­ 
tance of two m iles leaves the m ind confused 
lh ere are not over 200 bodies to be seen but 
w hile the m ass of the people w alked back and 
forth they were strangers. Not one person in 
ten th a t cue m et was a resident of this vicinity, 
tt leads to the belief that hundreds, or, ;n-rh;i; - 
thousand are still 


BURIED IN TIIK MUD OR DEBRIS, 
A nd burned in th e aw ful furnace at Stone 
Bridge or lodged iu rth er down than searchers 
have yet gone. 
T hat m any are buried yet is also indicated by 
fresh finds every lew hours, and the unm istak­ 
able o d o rth a t arises from the acres of tire on the 
river bank. 
As the roads to the lands round a b o rta re 
opined lales alm ost indescribable eaime to light, 
and deeds of th e vilest nature perpetrated in 
the darkness of the night are brought to light. 
HUMAN HYENAS. 
Just as the shadow s began to fall on the earth 
last evening a jiarty of thirteen H ungarians 
w ere noticed stealthily picking their way along 
th e banks of the Conem augh tow ard Fatig 
Hollow. 
A suspicion of th eir purpose causea 
several farm ers to arm them selves and start iu 
pursuit. 
Noon tlieir most horrible tears were 
realized. The H ungarians were out for plunder. 
Lying upon the shore they found the dead and 
m angled body ol a wom an. 
I pon her person 
were a num ber of trinkets and jew elry, and two 
diam ond rings. 
In tlieir eagerness to secure 
the plunder the H ungarians got into a squabble 
during w hich one of their num ber 
SEVERED THF. FINGER 
I pou w hich « e re the riugs and started to run 
w ith ins featful pr ze. 
J he revolting nature of the crim e so w rought 
upon the pursuing farmers, w ho by this tim e 
«•ere close a t hand, that they gave im m ediate 
chose. 
Some of the H ungarians showed fight 
but. being outnum bered, were com pelled to flee 
tor th eir lives. 
Niue of the brutes escaped, but 
I nr of them were literally driven into the 
surging liv er and to their death.

“ The hrs: and second sections stopped side by 
side at Conemaugh Friday afternoon on account 
ot the washout at Lilly's. The second was next 
to the bill, and the first on the outside. Sud­ 
denly I - a q w hat looked like a w all of water. 
It was thirty feet high. 
\\*c barely had tim e to 
notify the passengers and they nearly all tied 
up the hillside. One old m an, who with his 
son returned for some reason, was arow ned 
Two cars 
WENT DOWN IN THF. CURRENT. 
1 do not know how many « ere drowned. We 
saw two on top of the ears. 
The water set fire 
to a lot of lime, and the fire caught two Pull 
man ears, which were destroyed, but no person 
was burned, all the passengers in them having 
left the train before the cars were caught. There 
were about 100 persons on try section, which 
was made up of day coaches. After the rush 
the passengers went back toith e cars, and later 
were eared tor by the people of Conemaugh. 
Afterwards they were taken to

In tw enty m inutes they had overtaken two of 
th eir victims, who were then in the act of cut­ 
ting pieces from the ears and fingers from the 
hands o f two d ad women.

It «as once a handsome port! n of the town. 
Cellars are filled up with mud so that a person 
who has never seen the citv can hardlv imag­ 
ine that houses ever stood « here thev did. 
Four streets which «ere solidly built up with 
houses have been swept awav. Nothing but a 
two-story frame house remains. The walk up 
to the wrecks of the houses was interrupted in 
many places by small branch stream-. Occa­ 
sionally acro-s the fiats could be seen the re­ 
mains of a victim. 
The stench arising from the mud is sickening 
to an extreme degree. Along the route was 
strewn wares of every conceivable kind. 
The work of getting the bodies together for 
easy identification was begun this afternoon on 
Fairfield avenue, where there is a large vacant 
lot. At 5 o'clock this was almost entirely cov­ 
ered with coffins, while between them and 
stooping over them were scores of men and 
women. Although ihe number was short of 100 
at 5 o'clock, others will come in, and there is no 
telling what the total w ill be. 
On one rough box was a piece of paper with 
these words: 


” THREE LITTLE CHILDREN.” 
To night they were lifted out and ail three 
placed in one coffin. The little bodies were al­ 
most naked, anil their faces bruised and cut. 


THF. WRECKAGE STILL BURNING.

J o h n sto w n .Ph. j, June 2d.—The situation here 
has not changed, and yesterday’s estimates of 
the loss of life do not seem to te exaggerated. 
Six hundred bodies are now lying iu Johns­ 
town, and a large number have already been 
burled. Four immense relief trains arrived 
last niglit, and the survivors are beicg well 
cared for. A portion of the police fort e of Pitts­ 
burg and Alleghany are on duty, and better 
order is maintained than prevailed yesterday. 
Communication has been restored between 
Cambria and Johnstown by a foot-bridge. The 
work of repairing the tracks between 
SANG HOLLOW AND JOHNSTOWN 
Is going on rapidly, and trains will probably be 
running by to-morrow morning. Not less than 
15,070 strangers are here. The handsome brick 
higlischool building is damaged to such an ex­ 
tent that it will have to be rebuilt The waters 
attained a bight of the window-sills of the sec­ 
ond story. Its upper stories formed a refuge for 
many persons. All Saturday af.ernoon 
TWO LITTLE GIELS COULD BE SEEN 
At the windows frantically calling for aid. 
They had spent ail the night and the day in a 
building cut off from all aid, without food or 
drinking water. Their condition was lament­ 
able. Late in the evening the children were 
removed to higher ground and properly- cared 
for. A number of persons had been taken from 
this building earlier in the dav but in the ex­ 
citement the children were 'forgotton. Now 
that the waters have receded there is great 
DANGER FROM THE FALLING WALLS. 
All day long the crushing of walls could be 
heard across the river. Before davbreak this 
morning ihe sounds could not but make one 
shudder at lire thought of the probable deaths 
that invait the many who had escaped the de­ 
vastating tioods. 
Library Hall was another one of the fine 
buildings of the many in the citv that is de­ 
stroyed. Of the Episcopal Church not a vestige 
remains. The parsonage was swept away and 
the rector of the church, Rev. Mr. Dillon, was 
drowned. 
James M. Walters, an attorney, spent a night 
in Alma Ilali and relates a thrilling story, one 
of the most curious occurrences of the whole 
disaster was ho-,v Walters got to the hall. He 
had his office on the second floor. His home 
was at 135 Walnut street. He says he was in 
the house with his family when the waters 
struck it. All was carried away. Walters’ fam­ 
ily drifted on the roof. He passed down several 
streets and alleys until he came to the hall. 
His dwelling struck that edifice and he was 
THROWN INTO HIS OWN OFFICE. 
About 200 persons had taken refuge in the hail 
and were on tiie second, third and fourth 
stories. 
The men held a meeting and drew up some 
rules which all were bound to respect. Walters 
was chosen President. Rev. Beale was put in 
ehsreeof the first licor. A. M. Hart oi the sec­ 
ond floor, and Dr. Matthews of the fouith floor. 
NO LIGHTS WERE ALLOWED 
And the whole night was spent in darkness. 
The scenes were most agonizing. Heartrender- 
ing shrieks, sobs and moans pierced the gloomy 
darkness. The crying of children mingled 
with the suppressed sobs of women. No'one 
slept during all the long, dark night. Many 
knelt for hours in prayer, their supplications 
mingling with the roar of the waters and the 
shrieks of the dying in the surrounding houses. 
In all this misery two women gave premature 
births. 
DR. MATTHEWS PROVED A HERO. 
Several of his ribs were crushed by the falling 
timber and his pains were most severe, yet 
through all he attended the sick. When two 
women in the house across the street shouted for 
help, he, witn two other brave men, climbed 
across the drift and miuistered to their wants. 
No one died during the night, but women and 
children surrendered their lives on the succeed­ 
ing day as the result of terror and latigue. 
Miss Rosie Young, one of the young ladies in 
the hall, was frightfully cut and bruised and 
Mrs. Young had her leg broken. 
A tour of the w est bank of the river for a dis­ 
tance of two miles leaves the mind confused 
lhereere not over 200 bodies to be seen, but 
while the mass of the people w alked back and 
forth they were strangers. Not one person in 
teu that one met was a resident oí this vicinity, 
it leads to the belief that hundreds, or, perhaps 
thousand are still 
BURIED IN TIIE Ml’D OP. DERRIS, 
And burned in the awful furnace at Stone 
Bridge or lodged further down than searchers 
have yet gone. 
That many arc buried yet is also indicated by 
fresh finds every lew hours, and the unmistak­ 
able odor that arises from the acres of fire on the 
river bank. 
As the roads to the lauds round abort are 
opened tales almost indescribable come to light, 
and deeds of the vilest nature perpetrated in 
the darkness of the night are brought to light. 
HUMAN HYENAS. 
Just as the shadows began to fall on the earth 
last evening a party of thirteen Hungarians 
w ere noticed stealthily picking their way along 
the banks of the Conemaugh toward Sang 
Hollow. A suspicion of their purpose caused 
several farmers to arm themselves and start in 
pursuit. Noon their most horrible tears were 
realized. The Hungarians were out for plunder. 
Lying upon the shore they found the dead and 
mangled body oí a woman. Upon her person 
were a number of trinkets and jewelry, and two 
diamond rings, in their eagerness to secure 
the plunder the Hungarians got into a squabble 
during which one of their number 
SEVERED THE FINGER 
Upon which were the rings and started to run 
with his featlul prize. 
i be revolting nature of the crime so wrought 
upon the pursuing farmers, who by this time 
were close at hand, that they gave immediate 
chose. Some of the Hungarians showed fight 
but, bciDg outnumbered, wi re compelled to llee 
for tbtir lives. Niue of the brutes escaped, but 
i ur of them were literally driven into the 
surging river and to their death. 


BURYING IN TRENCHES. 
Caring for the W ounded, B ead and Dy­ 
ing—F urth er I’artieulars. 
Johnstown (Pa ), June 2d.—Men were at w-ork 
in the lower Yoder Catholic Cemetery and the 
Grand View Frot stant Cemetery this afternoon 
«tigging trenches lor the bodies that were ex- 
I«o.-ed when tiie waters began falling. They 
are iu bail condition and some ot them have 
alrt a«1v been interred. In the haste and excite­ 
ment no definite arrangements seem to have 
been made for the funeral services. J he only 
suggestiou that could be obtained >.t Morrells- 
viliewas that all the bodies would be buried 
and general memorial se; vices held after the 
present suffering is alleviated, in a talk to-day 
CONDUCTOR BELL, 
Ol the first section of the dav express, laid up 
at Conemaugh on the nightof the disaster, said- 
“ The first and second sections stopped side In­ 
side at Conemaugh Friday afternoon on account 
of the washout at Lilly’s. The second was next 
to the bill, and the first on the outside. Sud­ 
denly I sajj- what looked like a wall of water. 
It was thirty feet high. We barelv had time to 
notify the passengers and they nearly all fled 
up the hillside. One old man, who with his 
son returnci for some reason, was drowned. 
Two cars 
WENT DOWN IN THE CURRENT. 
I do not know how many were drowned. We 
saw two on top of the cars. The water set fire 
to a lot of lime. an«l the fire caught two Pull 
man cars, which were destroyed, but no person 
was burned , all tbe passengers in them having 
left the train before the cars were caught. There 
were about 100 persons on try section, which 
was made up of day coaches.' After the rush 
the passengers went back to (the cars, and liter 
were eared tor by the people of Conemaugh. 
Afterwards they were takeu to Ebensburg.

Richard Davis ran to Prospect Hill when the 
water raised. As to Deehert’s message, he savs 
just such a message had been sent down at eat’ii 
flood time since the lase was made. 1 lie warn­ 
ing so often proved useless that little at'enti u 
was paid to it this time. "I can t describe the 
mad rush,” he said. “At first it looked like 
dust. That must have been tbe sprav. I could 
see houses goiDg down before it 
* 
LIKE A CHILD’S PLAY-BLOCKS 
Pet Oil their edge in a row, and as it came 
nearer I could see houses totter for a moment, 
then rise, aud the next moment were crushed 
like shells against each other. 
Mrs. James Davis and her two daughters and 
son are nowhere to he found. At Wood vale 
there was a row of brick tenement houses 120 
feet long and three stories high. It stood with 
its broadside to the current. A few of the ten­ 
ants ti. d, but many went to their attics to watch 
the flood. To-day scarcely the Ruudatiou of 
the row of brick hons-.s can be found. 
Superintendent Kirtland of the West Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad arrived at 6:30 with a car’uad 
of provisions from Blairsville. 
TOO MANY SIGHTSEERS. 
A prominent member of the Johnstown SaTc-ty 
Committee said to a reporter this evening: “For 
God’s sake, tell them at Pittsburg 1 1 stop the 
rush of sightseers to this stricken localitv. 
1 here is enough here to last for weeks, and (lie 
morbid curiosity of these people can just as well 
be gratified later on as now. Ttiese crowds has 
greatly embarrassed us to-day. Ihe authorities 
must stop it." 
Adjutant-General Hastings and Mayor Sanger 
have assumed entire charge of Johnstown and 
vicinity, and strict discipline will be enforced 
horn now on as much as possible. General 
Hastings’ headquarters are at the Pennsylvania 
Railroad depot. 
SUPPLY DEPOT ESTABLISHED. 
A supply depot is established at this point, 
and many needy people arc- being relieved. The 
bodies that are dug out lie in the station until a 
coffin can bo obtained. Thev are buried un­ 
identified cn Pi os pee t Hill. 
" 
James McMillin, Vice-President of the Cam- 
brift Iron Works, in conversation this afternoon, 
said ; “I do not know what our loss i*. The 
upper mill is totally wrecked, and damaged be­ 
yond repairs. The lower mill is damaged to 
such an extent hat all the machinery and 
buildings are useless. The mills -n ill be rebuilt 
immediately.” 
TIIE GAUTIER W lliE WORKS, 
Which was completely destroyed, is owned and 
was operated by the Cambria Iron Companv. 
These buildings will be immediately rebuilt 
and put iu operation as soon as possible The 
loss at .his point is complete. The land ou 
which it stood is to-day as barren and desolate 
as if it stood ill the midst of the Sahara des rt. 
The Cambria Iron Company loses its great 
supply stores at this point. 
The Dartmouth club, at which the employes 
ot the works boat«led, was carried away in the 
flood. It contained many occupants at the 
time, 
NONE OF WHOM WERE SAVED. 
The estimates ot the losses of the Cambria 
Iron Company given is from $2,000,0(H) to S2,5(>0,• 
U00. But little of ibis can be recovered. 
Crossing the bridge wh ch spanned the chasm 
d*»£ dv the waters between the atoxic bridge 
and Johnstown is an exciting task. It is a nar­ 
row rope bridge, with a slide and a series of 
frightful tosses from side to side. A run and 
you had crossed. Tiie bridge pitched like u 
ship in a stoim, aud within two inches of your 
feet rushed the muddy waters of the Cone­ 
maugh. 
A HEARTRENDERING SCENE. 
The scene at the St. Columbia Catholic 
Church was awiul. Forty or fiftv bodies had 
been carried into it and laid tin the muddy 
seats. Lying in a row in this church were five 
children from two to six years old. No one had 
identified them this afternoon. Their littie 
curls were matted with mud. Their nostrils 
were fille«l with sand and their eyes often _«m- 
pletely covered. No one had come to wash 
away the dirt from their tiny faces, nor the 
bloodstains from their awful tuts and bruises. 
Where are their parents? 
Another incident even ot greater moment has 
just been brought to notice. At 5:30 this morn­ 
ing an old railroader, who had walked from 
Sang Hollow, stepped up to a Lumber of men 
who were congregated on the platform at the 
station at Currantvil e and said : “Gentlemen, 
had I a shotgun with me halt an hour ago, f 
would now be a murderer, yet with no tear of 
ever having to sutler for my crime. Two miles 
below here I watched three men going along 
the banks of the river stealing the jewels from 
the bodies ot the 
DEAD WIVES AND DAUGHTERS 
Of men who have been robbed of all thev held 
dear on earth.” 
He had no sooner finished the last sentence 
than five burly men were on tlicir way to the 
scene of plunder, one with a coil of rope and an­ 
other with a revolver. 
In twenty minutes they had overtaken two of 
their victims, who were then in the act of cut­ 
ting pieces from the ears aud fingers from the 
hainfs of two d ad women. Wi ll a revolver 
leveled at the scoundrels, the leader of the 
posse shouted, 
“ THROW UP YOUR HANDS 
Or I'll blow your heads off.” With blanched 
faces and trembling foims they obeyed the 
order and begged for merer. They were 
searched, and as their pockets were emptied of 
their ghastly finds Hie indignation of the crowd 
intensified, and when the bioodv finger of an 
infant encircled with two tiny gold rings was 
found among the plunder in the leader’s pocket 
a cry went up ; 
“ LYNCH THEM ! LYNCH THEM!” 
And without a moment’s delay ropes were 
thrown about their necks and they were dang­ 
ling to tbe limbs of trees in the branches of 
which an hour before were entangled the re­ 
mains they had desecrated. 
One had to cross the Conemaugh at a second 
point in order to reach Johnstown proper. This 
was aeoroplished by a skiff ferry, i he ferry­ 
man clung to the rojie, pulling the load over. 
After landing one walks across a desolate sea of 
mud in which there is interred the remains of 
human bodies. 
A DESOLATE WASTE. 
It was once a handsome porti n of the town. 
Cellars are tilled np with mud so that a person 
who has never seen the city can hardly imag­ 
ine that houses ever stood where thev did. 
Four streets which were solidly built up with 
houses have been swept awav. Nothing but a 
two-storv frame house remains. The walk up 
to the wrecks of the houses was interrujited in 
many places by small branch stream*. Occa­ 
sionally across the flats could be seen the re­ 
mains of a victim. 
The stench arising from the mud is sickening 
to an extreme degree. Along the route was 
strewn wares of every conceivable kind. 
The work of getting the bodies’together for 
easy identification was begun this atternoon on 
Fairfield avenue, where there is a large vacant 
lot. At 5 o’clock this was almost entirely cov­ 
ered with coffins, while between them and 
stooping over them were scores of men anil 
women. Although the number was short of 100 
at 5 o’clock, others will come in, and there is no 
telling what the total will be. 
un one rough box was a piece of paper with 
these words: 
“ THREE LITTLE CHILDREN." 
To-Diglit they were lifted out and all three 
placed in one cotliti. The little bodies were al­ 
most naked, aud their faces bruised and cut. 
THE WRECKAGE STILL BURNING. 
The Baltimore aud Ohio tracks are now open 
but the fire in the wreckage haB spread steadilv 
all day aud the upperpart of the drift is burning 
to-night. A fire engine is stationed on the 
| river bank and others will be gotten here by 
the Baltimore and Ohio. The natural gas has 
been shut off owing to the many leaks in Johns­ 
town. ho fire is allowed iu the city. 'J he walls 
of many of the houses are falling and their 
, crash can be heard across the river where the 
newspaper men are located. 
AN INTERRUPTED FUNERAL. 
A nineral was being held at one ol the Catholic 
churches at the time of the flood. The congre­ 
gation deserted the church and the body was 
buried with,tbe building. A citizens’ commit­ 
tee has issued a proclamation that all men who 
are able to work must report for work or leave 
the place. There is too much to do to sujiport 
idlers, and the committee will not abuse the 
generous help that is being sent by doing so. 
It is impossible to describe the apriearancc of 
Main street, " hole houses have been swept 
down this one street and become lodged. 
Wreckage is piled as high as the two-story win­ 
dows. The reporter could step from the wreck 
into the auditorium of the Opera House. 
The ruins consist ot parts of housA, trees, saw 
logs, reels from the wire factory, etc. 
Many houses have their sidewalks and roo's 
torn up, and one can walk directly into wbat 
hadh.en the second-story bedrooms, or go ia 


by way of the top. Fur her up town a : aft of 
logs 
LODGED IN THE STREET 
And did great damage. The bc-t description 
tvhich can be given _ot the general appearance 
of the wreck 
to imagine a number of chil­ 
dren's b ocks placed closely together, and then 
scattered in almost eveiy direction. 
At tbe commencement of the wreckage, 
which is as the opening ot the valley, one can 
look up the valley tor miles and not see a house. 
Nothing stands but an old mill. 
Charles Luther is tbe name of the bov who 
stood on an adjacent elevation and saw Hu- 
whole flood. He said he heard acrinding noise 
iar up the valley, and looking np'he could .-«e 
a daik line moving slowly towards him. He 
saw that it was houses floating high in the air 
Down the valle; it moved, and across ¡he little 
mountain city for ten minutes nothing but 
moving houses were to be seen, and the waters 
came with a roar atid a crash. 
This lasted for two hours, and then it began 
to How more steadily. 
THE PILLAGING OF. HOUSES 
In Johnstown is something awful to contem­ 
plate aud describe. It makes one feel a most 
ashamed to call himself a man and know that 
others who bear the same name have con­ 
verted themselves into human vultures, piei - 
ing ou the dead. 
Men are carrying shotguns aud revolvers, and 
woe betide the strangers who looks even su«- 
pieiously st any article. Goods of great value 
were being sold iu town to-day 
FOR A DRINK OF WHI>KY. 
, A supply store has been established in the 
boimh Ward in Johnstown, aud a line of men. 
women and ehildren extending for a square 
waited patiently for their wants to be supplied. 
1 he school-house has been converted into .*i 
Morgue ami the dead t.re being buried from 
this place. 
A hospital has been opened near by and is 
full of patients. The unsylvania Railroad is 
laying tracks from Johns:own Matson to the 
washout. A temporary bridge is being built, 
and by to morrow evening trains will be run 
into Johnstown. Communication by rail has 
been established between Pittsburg anil the end 
of the stone bridge. 
Assistant Superintendent Trump is on the 
grounds and is authority for this news, lie 
knows nothing of the condition of the track be­ 
tween Johnstown and Altoona. In some places, 
it is said, the tracks were scooped out to a 
depth of twenty ieit. The Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road loses thirty-five engine» aud many ears. 


W A T Kit RECEDING. 
Two Thousand Two H undred Coffins For­ 
w arded from Pittsburg. 
Pitts lit’ tu;, J une 2d.—The usually quiet of the 
streets of Pittsburg m Sunday were to-dav 
alive with excited people eagerly seeking news 
from the flood destroy «a I J ihnstown in front ot 
newspaper bulletins. Crowds were rapidly for­ 
warded to the scene of the disaster. Collin 
manufacturers here are worked to their fnlleM 
capacity and coffins are being shipped rapidly. 
1 his morning ten carloads were sent down con­ 
taining 2.21*0 colli us, and they Will be distributed 
at various points along the river where the dead 
have been collect*d. Reports are coming in 
from a large number ol towns throughout 
the western part of the -State and eastern Ohio 
and *N cst \ trginia, ot citizens’ mass meetiLg> 
being held, aud donations 
IN AID OF THE SUFFERERS 
Are fast pouring in. A dispatch from Steu­ 
benville. u., states that Scott Nalkeld, with his 
little son, le t .that place Monday for South 
i’ark. It is feared they 
PERISHED IN THE FLOOD. 
A benefit by a theatrical company to be given 
ill aid of the sufferers was advertised tobe given 
In one of tbe theaters iu this city this evening. 
Tiie fact coming to the ears ot the Law and Or­ 
der Society, however, they gave notice that the 
performance would not be permitted. This ae- 
lion is sevetely condemned bv the community. 
The rivers are slowly receding, ar.d all appre­ 
hension of danger is past. 
SCENE OF DESOLATION. 
Johnstown is the most complete wreck im­ 
aginable. Some 1 500 houses have been swept 
irom the face of tbe earth as if they had never 
been erected The streets from end to end are 
piled iron, fi teen to twenty feet high with de­ 
bris, and in some instances it is as high as the 
roofs of the houses. This great mass of wreck­ 
age fills the streets from curb to curb and fre­ 
quently lias crushed the fronts of buildings in 
and filled the space with the reminders of 
A TERRIBLE CALAMITY. 
From the woolen mill above the island to the 
bridge, a distance probably ot two miles, a strip 
of territory nearly a half a mile in width has 
been swept clean, not a stick of timber nor 
one brick on top ol another being left to tell 
the story. 
All day long men, women and children were 
plodding about the desolate waste, trying in 
vain to locate the boundaries of former homes 
Nothing but a wide expanse of mud, orna­ 
mented here aud there with lieaj.s of drift 
wood, remains-, however, tor their contempla­ 
tion.These, losses, however, are as nothing com­ 
pared to tr e frightful sacrifices of precious lives 
to he seen on every hand. During all this Sun­ 
day Johnstown has betu drenched w ith the 
TEARS OF STRICKEN MORTALS, 
And the air is filled with sobs and sighs that 
come from breaking hearts. There are scenes 
enacted here every hour and every minute that 
affect all beholders very profoundly. 
An utterly wretched woman named Mrs. 
Fonn stood by a muddy pool ot water trying 
to find some trace of a once happy home. She 
w as half crazed with grief, and her eves were 
red and swollen. As the writer stepped to her 
side s.ie raised her pale and liaggaru face and 
resnntked: 
“ They are all gone. Oh God 1 be me-cifnl to 
them! My husband end my seven dear litt e 
children have been swept down with the flood 
and I am left aloue. We were driven bv raging 
floods into a garret but the water followed us 
there. Inch by inch it kept rising until our 
heads were crushed against the roof. 
IT WAS DEATH TO REMAIN, 
So we raised a window and, one bv one, placed 
my darlings on some drift wrod, tiusting them 
to the Gieat Creator. As I liberated the last 
one, my sweet little boy, he looked at me and 
said ’Mamma, you have always told me that 
God would care tor me ; will lie' look after me 
now’.” I saw him drift away, aud with his 
face turned toward me and with a prayer on 
my lips for his deliverance he nass- d from my 
sight forever. 1 he next moment the roof was 
crushed iu and I floated outside, to he rescued 
fifteen hours later from the roof of a house in 
Weave.ville. If I could only fiud 
ONE OF MY DARLINGS 
I could bow to the will of God. But they are 
ail gone. I have lost everything on earth* now 
but my life.” 
A handsome woman walked through the de­ 
pot where a dozen or more todies were await­ 
ing burial. Passing from one to another she 
finally lifted the paper covering from the face 
of a woman, young, and with traces of beauty 
showing through the stains of muddv water. 
With a cry of augoi-h she realed backward to 
be caught by a man wlio chanced to be passing. 
In a morneut or so she had calmed herself suffi­ 
ciently to take one more look at the features of 
her dead. 
$he stood gazing nt the unfortunate as one 
dumb. '} he dead woman was the 
SISTER OF TIIE MOURNER. 
The body was placed in a coffin a few min­ 
utes later and sent away to its uarrow house. 
These incidents are but fair samples of 
scenes familiar to every turn in this stricken 
city. The loss of lite is simply dread ill. The 
most conservative people declare that number 
will reach 5,000. 
THE LAST STORY. 
The streets have been full of men earn ing 
bodies to various places where thev await ióeu- 
titieation siuae morning and the work has only 
jnst begun. Every hour or so forces of men 
working on various heaps of debris find a num­ 
ber of 
ROD IES nUP.IED IN THE MUD 
And wreckage. It is believed that! when the 
flames are extinguished in the wreckage at the 
bridge aud the same is removed that hundreds 
and hundreds of victims will be discovered 
Intact this seems certain, as dozens of bodies 
have already been found ou the outskirts of the 
mass ot broken timbers. 
Ke]>orts from outside points are also appalling 
Up to 9 o'clock to-night ISO bodies had been em­ 
balmed at Ninevah. and there is a report that 
more have been discovered half buried iu the 
mud ou the island between New Florence aud 
the place named. At the Fourth Ward school- 
house over one hundred victims have been laid 
out for ideutificatiou. In many cases they 
have been recognized, while in many more the 
tags bear the simple word " uuknowD.” 
.shocking sights have become so common that 
they have lost their terror, and the finding of a 
body here aud there nttraets little or no atten­ 
tion from the great crowds thst constantly line 
the river hanks aud crowd all other accessible 
places. 
As this is being written, hundreds aud hun­ 
dreds ot homeless men, women aud children 
are sleeping 
ON THE HILLSIDES UNDER TENTS 
That were sent on from Pittsburg aud other 
places about the country. 
'1 he Pennsylvania Bailrond has succeeded in 
getting a track through to the cltv, and pro­ 
vision enough to meet all immediate wants 
have arrived. 
’1 nose people who were not swept away or 
disabled are working earnestly for the revival 
oi the stricken city, but it will take months of 
work to come anvwhere near repairing the 
fearful damage, while it is about certain that 
the list of tiie loss will never be made com­ 
plete. 
THE SUPPLY OF COFFINS 
Sent in from Pittsburg and o’her points is so 
great that the p.eliet Committee telegraphed 
last evening not to send any more until ordered 
A dozen of places have already sent in gener­ 
ous sums of money, and the people are eueour- 
aged to believe that their more pressing wants 
will be provided for. It will require several 
days yet to ascertain anything like a definite 
idea ol the lots of life, but it will certainly 
reach up into the thousands. Every hour 
brings fresh evidence of the fact that the disas­ 
ter eclipses anything of 1 lie kind in the history 
ot the country, and no one can say what the 
final results will be. 
A case of attempted lynching was witnessed 
this evening near Kernville. A man was ob 
served stealing valuable articles from some 
houses. He was seized by a mob, 
A RorE PLACED AROUND HIS NKCK. 
And was jerked up into the air. The rope was 
tied to a tree, aud his would-be lynchers left 
him. Bystanders cut him down before he was 
dead. The other men did not interfere, aud he 
was allowed to go.

Sunbury (Pa.), June 2d.—This eitv has been 
flooded ail day. The water reached the top oi 
the embankments early this morning, and at 
7:30 broke in the Fifth and Third Wards. 
The entire population was up the whole 
night, muviug to second stories. The water 
reached the highest point at ;t:;-0, which was 
within eight inches oi the floods of 1565. 
At 12 o’clock it begau to recede. All bridges 
are down from heie lo Williamsport. 
Three men came down from Williamsport in 
a boat this afternoon aud reported the loss of 
twenty-five lives at that place of persons who 
were watching the Lridge collapse. 
The loss here was very small. 
ANOTHER Bl’RSTED DAM. 
C a r lis le (Pa.), June 2d.—Lifter information 
from the surrounding country shows a terrible 
state of affaiis trorn tie coalfields. The loss 
will be over S2h0,C0U. At Williams Grove the 
buihiings were swept away, anil the Grove is 
under water. Along tlie line of the Harrisburg 
and Potomac Hoad for miles the road-bed and 
tracks have been washed awav, and some fifteen 
bridges have floated away. The large dam at 
Laurel gave way, carrying small buildings, 
bridges, fences, trees, etc.,with it down through 
Holly Gap. 
THE PENNSYLVANIA ROAD 
Is in practically the same condition as vester- 
dav. An official stated to-night that he did not 
believe they wou d be able to run trains through 
from Harrisburg to Johnstown in less than teu 
days or two weeks. Bridges are gone, and in 
mauy places the roadbed is badly washed out, 
and in some localities tlie track where not 
washed away is covered with water to the depth 
of five or six feet. 
Iu addition to this there are innumerable 
small landslides and washouts along the line. 
To put the road in the same condition it was 
before the flood will he the work of a year. 
Merely temporary repairs will, as stated above, 
take ten days or two weeks.

area of country—that is, from the lati­ 
tude of Elm ira, X. Y., on the north, to 
th at of Petersburg, Va., on the south, and 
from the seaboard on the east to the west­ 
ern slope of the central ranges of Penn­ 
sylvania. The central event of most tragic- 
character was in the vicinity of Johns 
town, and the fact was due to the break 
ing of a dam that engineering skill had 
probably pronounced secure. 
B ut the fact 
is now for the hundredth time, perhaps 
established that dams of such m agnitude 
as th at referred to, holding at such an a lti­ 
tude lakes of from one to two miles in 
length and breadth, and of a depth of a 
hundred feet, are menacing to all who 
dwell below them in the line of their 
natural drainage. 
It is altogether proba­ 
ble th at the dam in question was not 
merely overtopped by sudden rising of the 
water, but th at it gave way under pressure 
for which the engineers had calculated; 
th at i«, the actual resistant capacity of the 
dam if the basin were filled w ith w ater to 
the lip of its banks. 
But either the en­ 
gineers calculated in error, did not take 
into account the suddenness of a possible 
water-spout, the blow of which m ight he 
double or quadruple th at of ordinary 
pressure, or the construction of the lofty 
embankm ent was defective. 
Possibly all 
these causes combined ; it is more likely, 
however, th at the latter was th e greater 
cause. 
However that may be, th e disaster 
will greatly shake the public faith in en­ 
gineering and constructive ability to pro­ 
vide dams that may be relied upon as ab­ 
solutely safe. 
Yet, by the unskilled the 
conception is often formed of resistant 
structures of th at character th a t would be 
as irresistible as the hills themselves. 
Dams of th at order, however, would in­ 
volve an output of money and labor th at 
capital rarely consents to. 
A fter all excuses th at can possibly be 
made, a fearful responsibility attaches for 
th e breaking of the Johnstow n dam. 
It 
was not used for commercial purposes, but 
appears to have been m aintained to create 
a lake for the pleasures of its owners, who 
took their summer outings upon its banks. 
T he dam was hut twenty feet in width on 
top, and as it was not used for manufact­ 
uring purposes, it fell into decay, and was 
a leaky concern. 
If there is not in those 
m ountain regions some official supervision 
over such structures, there should be ; in­ 
deed men should not be perm itted to erect 
them w ithout governm ental license and 
oversignt. 
W e are not aware th at in our 
own State there is any official supervision 
of such restraining works, nor th at their 
builders are required to obtain official con­ 
sent to build dams, the very- existence of 
which, when there are full reservoirs be­ 
hind them, is a menace to all dwellers be­ 
low in the line of their drainage. 
The 
wide-spread devastation of the 
storm, 
which had its center in the Alleghanies, it 
will be noted, was due to the rapidity with 
which the waters were fed into the rivers. 
T his will lead to inquiry w hether neglect 
of forestry, and denudation of the moun­ 
tain slopes liad anything to do w ith it. In 
the great floods upon the G erm an rivers, a 
few years ago, it was adm itted th at the 
damage was due to the stripping of the 
mountain slopes of tlieir forest growth, 
thus depriving the soil of the protection 
th at enables it to hold the waters and feed 
them slowly to the tributaries of the riv ­ 
ers. 
Since Prussia, Switzerland and Aus­ 
tria have engaged in forest-culture to re- 
clothe the m ountain slopes, sudden rises of 
the streams and disastrous floods have 
greatly dim inished. 
But there will be 
tim e enough to philosophize npon the in­ 
direct cause of the great destruction of life 
and property in Pennsylvania. 
F o r the 
present we have only tears and sorrow 
for 
the 
sufferings 
of 
our 
unfortu­ 
nate 
fellow-beings. 
The 
one 
relief 
to the universal woe over the fearful events 
of the flood disaster, is the quick response 
of the American people to the cry of dis­ 
tress and the rich outpouring of m aterial 
aid to those rendered homeless by the 
floods.

In the face of the awful disaster in 
Pennsylvania language fails us in the 
effort to give expression to thought con­ 
cerning th e great calamity. 
The story of 
woe cannot he more graphically told than 
lias already 
lieen 
dono 
in 
the dis­ 
patches published, and which are con­ 
tinued this morning. 
The full extent of 
th e m ortality of the terrible event is not 
vet known, r.or is it likely to lie ascer­ 
tained for nmny* days, and |>ossihly for 
weeks. 
T his we do know, that in the sud­ 
den destruction of human life by ele­ 
m ents the tragedy lias never la-en paral­ 
leled in fhe history of the nation, and we 
cannot recall any record of such a loss of 
life hv w ater in any part of the world, if 
th e tradition and the Biblical record of the 
ll iod be excepted,and the great flood 011 the 
Yellow 
river, Uliina. 
There have lieen 
m any recitals of awful calam ities in other 
parts where the destruction of life ran up 
into the many hundreds, and some are re­ 
ferred to where the death of thousands 
resulted, but there is no well authenticated 
record of any sim ilar disaster that was so 
disastrous as th at of last week T he sudden 
descent of the waters th a t caused the 
breaking of th e dam above Johnstown ap­ 
pears not to have been confined to that 
im m ediate locality.
